< crocoteebettete g,undurifullneſſe and difloyalty towards Vs; And Wedoe therefore hereby offer Our free & gracious 


the premiſes committed againſt Vs betore the publiſhing of this Our Proclamation , except Sir Thomas 1arwiſe, Sir Willians 
Waller Knights, and Kich4rd Norton Eſquire, againſt all which Wee ſhall proceed according to the Rules of the Law, as 
ag2i2zſt Traitours and Stiricrs of ſedition againſt Vs, And whom Wee doe hcoicby require all Our Ofhcars 
and Miniſters of Tuſtice , andallt Our loving Subjes whatſoever, to apprehend and cauſe to be kept in ſafe Cuſtody til 
Our Pleaſure be turther knowne. Provided that this Our Grace ſhall notcxtend to any Pcrfon, who after the publiſhing 
this Our Proclamation ſhall preſume by Loane or Contribution to affiſt che ſaid Army ot Rebells, to aſſemble ard Muſter 
themſelves in Armes without Authority derived from Vs under Our Hand , to cnter into any Oath of Aſſociation for op- 
poſing Vs and Our Army , orto fuccour or entertaine any of the Perſons excepred in this Our Proclamarion, orin Our 
Declaration of the 12. of Aug»ſt. Burt We muſt and doe declare , That-whaſoever ſhall hence forward be guilty of the 
premiſes, or of cither of them, ſhall be eſteemed by Us as an Enemy to the publike Peace , a Perſon diſaffected to \'s, and 
to the Religion and Lawes of the Kingdome, and ſhall accordingly receive condigne puniſhment , of which We give them 
timely notice , that they may proceed accordingly at their perills, And We doe hereby will and require Our high 
Sheriffe , Tuſtices of the Peace, and all other Our Officers, and loving Subjects to rcliſt , oppoſe and appreherd 
all ſuch Perſons as ſha!l preſume to make any Leavies in that Our County , under what pretence focver without 
Authority derived from Vs under Our Hand, And We likewiſe will and require them and every of them to be afliſtant 
to all ſuch as ſhall cither command the Traine Bands of that Our County, or make any Leavies in the ſame by virtue of 


Commiſſion under Our great Seale or figne Manuall, 
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4 Givenat Our Court at Reading, this 26 of November , in the 
Eighteenth yeare of Our Reigne,
